_ over-all increase of $88,000,000 in the 


price value of sgricultural producis 
for last year. The only important 
decrease in agricultura] production 
was a $13,000,000 decrease in hog 
values. There were 1,700,000 fewer 
hogs marketed in Alberta last year 
than in 1944, 

Liyestovk feeder associations last 
year handled more than 70,000 anime}z 
yalued in excess of $1,000,000. 

Treasury branches yow stow de- 
posits excgeding $26,600,000) which 
was an increase of $2,500,000 last 
year, The year’s surplus on opera- 
tions is $65,295, 

Value of natura] resources  pro- 
duced showed an increage of $12,00),- 
990 More than 400,090 feet of wells 
were drilled last year, with $8,500,- 
000 spent by drilling companies, 

Thede has been much talk of the 
goverpment having @ $10,000,009 suy- 
plus this year. Herg-are the facta: 

There was an over-all surplus of 
$10,310,856.61, Of this amount, more 
than $2,000,009 was used to redeem 
gavings certificates; $18,000 was used 
to pay on treasury pills held by the 
Dominion Government; and twelve 
and one-third million dollars Was used 
for debt retirement ayd adjustment 
payments arising out of debt re-or- 
ganzation. This was partially offset 
by accounts payable of $853,000, 
which Ieft an overall deficit of $2,- 
082,799.76 which came out of the av- 
cumulated surpluses of past years. 

It ig not possible,in this short space 
to dea} with all apects of the budget 
but I wish to deal with the treasury 
bills of the province, and hope that 
at a later date I may deal in more 
detail witli the debt re-organization 
programme. 

The total indebtedness of our 
treasury bills is $26,200,000, bearing 
8 percent interest. This is made up 
of (a) Dominion advances for direct 
provincial relief —$10,595,000; and (bs 
Dominion advances for purposes other 
than relief —$15,621,000, The Domin- 
government agrees to cancel 50 per- 
cent of the relief bills, or $5,297,500, 
and to charge no interest on the ka}- 
ence of the treasury bills for relief. 
The Province of Alberta will retire 
$7,997,750 of non-relief interest bear- 
ing treasury bills, This will be paid 
by applying the award on natural 
resources made in 1985 by the Royal

Town and city schools have been 
able, during good times and bad, to 
maintain their schools ct a satisfact- 
ory level of proficiency. The fact 
that each of these vommuniteg repre- 
sents a certain concentration of 
wealth on which funds for schoo} pur- 
poses can be levied with some meas- 
ure of ease will explain this. These 
centres have been well satisfied to 
receive rather small assistance from 
the provincial treasury, while rural 
areas with smaller money resouces 
huve received much greater aid, The 
present campaign by the Alberta 
Educationa] Counvil to haye the pro- 
vincial government finance elementary 
and secondary education to 60 per 
cent of its cost does not mean that 
all schools in the province would, were 
such a reform introduced, have cne 
half of their costs transferred to 
the government. It means rather 
that on an over all basis financial 
assistance from general revenue 
would be raised from the present rate 
of 22 percent to 50 percent The great 
bulk of the additional money, thus 
provided by the government would 
go to rura] and village areas. Cites 
like Calgary and Edmonton might 
look forward to grants equalling 15 
to 20 per vent of their costs in place

All seeds require thorough clean-| 
ing and grading to remove weed 
seeds and offal, as well as light and|- 
shrunken kernels. Both experience 
and experiments have demonstrated 
the fact that the largest yield per 
acre may be expected from the use 
of large, sound, plump seed rather 
than from seed which has been poor- 
ly cleaned and graded. 

In many places in Canada there 
are well-equipped seed cleaning plants 
available to farmers, but it may so 
happen that these seed cleaning 
establishments may not be conven- 
iently near some of the farmers 
whose only alternative is to clean 
their own seed. The farm-sized fan- 
ning mill, however, can do a good job 
if carefully operated. Improper clean- 
ing of seed is due in most cases to 
lack of proper sieves or screens, or 
to improper adaptation of the mill.
